ANOTHER AFGHAN SURPRISE.

LONDON, July 28.—There was deep dismay 
and general consternation this morning 
in the House of Commons when 
Lord .Hartington, Secretary of, State 
for India, arose in his seat 
and in a voice tremulous with emotion an- 
nounced what he had reason to believe was 
a terrible calamity and bereavement to the 
whole British Empire. When tile hews 
‘was first announced in the House during the 
morning session by Lord Hartington very 
few members were in their places, Those 
who were present were deeply moved, 
and, as the noble Lord concluded his state- 
ment, startling in its brevity, a low mur- 
mur, which sounded like a groan, ran 
through the house. Otherwise there was no 
demonstration of feeling, but the faces of the 
members looked grave, and little groups 
gathered on the benches and in the 
| lobbies to discuss the terrible news. 

Lord Hartington’s voice, while making the 
announcement, 

SHOOK WITH EMOTION, 
and this unwonted exhibition of sensibility 
created the idea that the worst of the story had 
not yet been told. In the evening the House 
was crowded, and when Lord Hartington 
rose to give the further information that 
he had received a pin eould have been 
heard falling. There was little comfort 
in what he had to say. On the contrary the 
general impression among the members was 
that affairs are in a worse state ¢han the 
Government admitted. Many persons ac- 
quainted with Indian affairs expressed their 
fears lest the Afghan success should lead to 
a general rising of the clans, and eventually 
to an uprising in India itself, which would 
be more difficult to suppress than the mutiny 
of the Sepoy troops. ; 
AYOOB KHAN DEFEATS THE BRITISH. 
To the Western Associated Press, 

Loxpok, July 23—A telegram from the 
Governor of Bombay says Maj.-Gen. Prim- 
rose telegraphs to-day from Candahar as fol- 
lows: Gen. Burrows’ force is annihilated. 
We are going into the eitadel.”’ 

The Marquis of Hartington, in announcing 
the news in the House of Commons, added: 
Gen. Phagre has been instructed to collect 
what forces he can and march to Candahar. 
I have telegraphed to Simla to send another 
brigade if necessary.” 

Regarding the disaster at Candahar, the 
Marquis of Hartington, in.the House of Com- 
mons, said: Gen. Phagre’s relieving force 
will concentrate at Churman. As the only 
news respecting Gen. Burrows’ expedition 
has been telegraphed, I am unable to give the 
details of his force, but believe it consisted of 
one brigade, the composition of which and 
number is unknown.” 

ADDITIONAL. 

Gen. Burrows’ brigade was detached from 
the Candahar garrison to codperate with 
Shere Ali. The British appomted the Wali 
of Candahar against Ayoob Khan, aspirant 
to the Ameership, and, when Shere Ali or- 
dered his forces to retire towards Girishk, 
his infantry deserted in a body, but were 
pursued by Gen. Burrows, Who re- 
covered the guns and wagons they 
had carried off. Weakened by the desertion 
of. Shere Ali’s infantry, Gen. Burrows 
effected a retrograde movement to Kushki 
Nakied, thirteen miles nearer Candahar. 
Ayoob Khan’s forces had reached Hel- 
moud River above Girishk, and spies re- 
ported he had crossed that river at Hydera- 
bad, and that 4,000 Ghazis had joined him, 
while parties of cavalry were foraging near 
the British camp. It would seem as if tie 
Indian Government felt some misgiy- 
ing with regard to Gen. Burrows’ posi- 
tion, for a fortnight ago a reserve division 
in Seinde was placed under orders 
for active service. The division com- 
prises a battery of artillery, one battalion 
of British and two regiments of native in- 
fantry, and one regiment of native cavalry. 
By moving this force quickly to the front the 
Quettah and Pisheen @ntingents can be re- 
lieved for active duty under Gen. Phagre. 
Ayoob Khan’s forces will doubtless make a 
rush at Candahar, but, as recent crop reports 
are very satisfactory, tlie garrison will prob- 
ably be well provisioned. Chaman, where 
Gen. Phagre’s force will coneentrate, is 
about half-way between Quettah and Canda-

LATER ADVICES. 

The Marquis of Hartington stated in the 
House of Commons to-night that the Govern- 
ment had received further advices. Gen. 
Burrows’ brigade numbered between 2,000 
and 8,000 men.

of 12,000 men and thirty-six guns well served. 
Strong reinforcements had been ordered to 
the front, and it would perhaps be necessary 
to send troops from England. Lord Harting- 
ton confirmed the report that part of Gen. 
Burrows’ force consisted 

of British. artillery and a battalion 
of the Sixty-sixth British Infantry. 
He said he did not know what force 
Gen. Primrose had at Candahar, independ- 
ently of Gen. Burrows’ brigade. He thought 
it probably not over 2,000 strong, but when 
Gen. Burrows’ brigade was detached some 
of Gen. Phayre’s troops were ordered to re- 
inforee Oandahar, If this reinforcement was 
effected Gen. Priufrose's torce would perhaps 
exceed 2,000.

Ing many fields of wheat in this 
county are considerably injured by 
ehinch-bugs and blight, the general average 
will probably be about twelve bushels per 
acre.

RUSSIAN CROP PROSPECTS,

The reports from Russia's immense grain 
districts have hithetto been extremely 
meagre as well as contradictory. The 
great importance of full and authentic ac- 
counts—such as the Minister of the Inferior 
has at last obtained, and the substance of 
which we give below—will be at once appre- 
ciated when it is considered that Germany, 
unable to depend on Austria or 
France, especially for rye, must rely upon 
the Russian grain harvest, and, these failing, 
upon the grain markets of the United States. 
, aon) Based on these returns sent by the 
Governor of forty-eight provinces. the Golos 
publishes an estimate showing that the “to- 
tal deficit of n under the average crop 
will amount in these provinces to 9,761,310 
quarters, the total production being less than 
in 1878 by 39,717,300 quarters. Twice only 
during the last ten years—namely: in 1871 
and 1875—there was less than in the present 
year.” In view of this condition of affairs 
the Golos thinks that it will not be possible 
for Russia to export the usual average (40,- 
000,000 quarters) without leaving too little 
for home consumption.

HANCOCK’S LETTER TO 0 GLOVER. 

The. letter whieh Gen. Hancock wrote 
from Newport, R. I., Aug. 17, 1868, to Mr. 8. 
T, Glover, of St. Louis, reveals the true in-

THE PAPERMAKERS, 


Convention at Saratoga—Proposition to 
Reduce Production Based on High 
Moral Grounds. 

SaARATOUA, July 28.—The American Paper- 
makers’ Association is in annual session. 
Vice-President Smith, in the chair, said the 
advance in the price of paper since the last 
meeting had come from the extraordinary 
demand for paper, caused by the general 
prosperous condition of the country, which 
had stimulated production, and this in turn 
had caused a great rise in paper stock and 
chemicals used in its manufacture, which 
had increased the cost of making paper more 
than the rise in prices. The attacks of the 
press on paper manufacturers for this rise 
were malicious and uncalled for. 

Mr. Woolworth, of New York, said the 
competition and high standard of the manu- 
facture here favor America supplying the 
foreign demand. Our dry air is much in our 
favor for making good paper at lower rates 
than England. He declined to give further 


‘particulars, because the reporters might pub- 


lish the same for the benefit of foreign com- 
petitors. 


A committee was thereupon appointed to 4 
receive Woolworth’s statement for the sole | 


benefit of the Association. 

In 1869 the total paper exported was less 
than $4,000; in 1876 it had increased to $810,- 
000. The amount had grown in the last three 
years to over $1,200,000, 

A. E. Harding, of Olio, said there are 
more 1 in the country than were 
requir to supply the demand. He esti- 
mated the excess at 10 per cent. He thought 
as no mills would be willing to close busi- 
ness some agreement should be made where- 
by all the mills would agree to cease produc- 
tion for a certain period each year. Tall 
roads after running opposition for several 
years had agreed to pool their business, and 
now railroad property is in much better con- 
dition. 

L. C. Woodruff, of Niagara Falls, said if 
some arrangement is not made to limit pro- 
duction, then the Association had better ad- 
journ and its members go home. 

On motion of Mr. Hardiny a resolution was 
adopted providing for the appointment of a 
committee to prepare and suggest some plan 
by which the sy be paper may be so reg- 
ulated that it may in accordance with the 
wants of the country. vg

Coinage and Circulation of the Silver 
Dollar—Treasurer Gilfillan’s State- 
meant. . 

Wasnineron, D. C., July 28.--The atten- 
tion of United States Treasurer Gilfillan was 
recently called to a published item stating 
there had been a want of accord between the 
Seeretary of the Treasury and the United 
States Treasurer in regard to the manner of 
paying out silyer dollars. The Treasurer 
stated emphatically to-day that such was not 
the case and hever had been; that the Secre- 
tary early in the coinage gave orders that 
standard silver dollars should be paid 
out freely at all offices. Under this 
order, $35,500,000 were put in circulation, and 
of that amount $17,000,090 have been returned 
to the Treasury in payment of public dues 
@d in exchange tor silver certificates. 
Under the Secretary’s order, more than 54 

r vent of the total standard-dollar coindge 
las heen paid out, while there has been re- 
turned to the Treasury, under the operation 
of the law, 48 per cent of the amount id 
out, leaving in circulation $18,500,000, which 
amount does not vary much from the re- 
duction since 1877 in 81 and 82 
notes Outstanding, Into the vacuum ere- 
ated by the retirement of s notes 
silver dollars have been foreed, while the 
excess has returned to the Treasury vaults. 
It should be understood, the Treasurer said, 
thati the reduction in the smallnote circula- 
tion was not produced by the Department. 
The smal! vank-notes were retired in com- 
pliance with the Resumption act, and small 
Kreenbacks ‘were voluntarily surrendered 
and larger notes taken in their place. The

Even now I can vividly remember the ter- 
rible earnestness that surrounds the critical 
hour of a hard-fought battle. Heavy — 
sweep the field, tearing down huge trees 
blowing up the rugged hills with sold shot 
and bursting shell; the screeching rifle balls 
Hy as thick as the driven hail; brave men 
are falling like the autumn leaves; all is 
commotion, all excitement. With quick 
words officers give a command here; with 
wild impulse they lead a charge there. Now 
and then ab in the heavy cloud of bat- 
tle smoke enables us to see a little, deter- 
mined man riding a horse along the lines; as 
he comes near we see that eur beloved com- 
mander, Gen. Grant, is riding through that 
desperate storm, calmly orde our [ines to 
r here, a charge to be made 
anda hill to be carried there; and in all of 
the commotion he appears cool, calm, quiet, 
and unexcited. He is the only one mingling 
in that desperate contest who can ride 
through the e storm as coolly and delib- 
erately as theugh he was, — taking a quiet 
afternoon ride down the village lane ina 
time of peace. That quiet, determined look, 
and the mild confidence with which each 
command was given proved to every soldier 
that their commander had not me con- 
fused by the wild excitement of the hour, 
and which so often bewildérs other com- 
manders. The mere knowledgeef the fact 
that Gen. Grant was there and watching eac 
move upon the contested field was at an 
crisis worth 10,000 fresh troops to the hard- 
pressed army line. 

A few days ago those scenes in which we 
mingled years ago were brought vividly to 
mind.

Handkerchiefs and flags were waved above, 
hats were thrown high in air, cheer upon 
cheer rang loud and long; and when the 
climax was reached each State banner was 
grasped and carried to the centre, where the 
Ohio delegation had sat, and waved in tri- 
umph over the head of the hero of the hour, 
while packed thick around were shout- 
ing, enthusiastic crowds. All this combined 
created a grand, rolling, majestic sea of hu- 
man enthusiasm that no langu can fitly 
describe.

In the Chancery Diy —— of the High Con 
of Justice before Sir George Jessel, Master o 
the Ralls, on July d., in the ease of Leavitt 
against Williams, a motion was made to re- 
strain the defendant until the trial from act- 
ing for any person other than the plaintiff, 
exceptin accordance with an agreament of 
the th of May, 1880.

and to continue for forty weeks; and the 
defendant thereby agreed not to play or per- 
form for any other person gratuitously or for 
profit during the engagement without the 
manager’s written consent.

(It is exceedingly questionable whether the 
peopie of Chicago desire a Council composed of 
80 many as sixty-four members, or that it 
would give them better municipal legisiation. 
Considerable can be said pro and con on the 
proposition, but the advantages to be derived 
from so enlarged a body of en-smalled men is 
not obvious. The smaller the congtituency the 
worse and more bummerlike will the Alder- 
men who will find their way into the Council 
ohamber. If the Aldermen were nominated and 
elected on a general ticket, and all wards were 
abolished; it would result in the selection of 
better material. A dozen or more scalawags ot 
the Hildreth and Lawler type who now worm 
their way iuto the Council thro the ward 
machinery of the less ftntelligent, loose moral, 
and non-self-respecting districis of the city 
would either fail to be nominated or would be 
defeated at the polls. But itis usciess to talk 
about abolishing the wards.

Reccipts and Expenditures of the Post- 
Office and internal Keyenue Bureau 
~Gain in the Latter During the Past 
Year. i 
WASuN rox, D. C., July 283.—The report 

prepared by Auditor McGraw of the receipts 

and expenditures of the Post-Office Depart- 
ment for the quarter ending May 31, 1880, was 
issued to-day. It shows an excess of ex- 
penditures over receipts for the quarter 
amounting to $336,553. Keceipts for the 
quarter for sales of postage-stamps, newspa- 
per-wrappers, and postal-cards, $8,476,072; 
from other sources, $373,789; total receipts, 
$8,849,882. Total expenditures for the quar- 

ter, $9,156,335, 3 
The following are some of the principal 

items of expenditure for the quarter: In- 

land mail transportation (railroads) $2,067,510; 
inland mail transportation’ (star routes), 
$1,711,581; inland mail transportation (steam- 
ship), $104,845. This quarterly report and 
two others previously prepared for the quar- 


| ters ending Sept. 30 and Dec. 31, 1879, show 


the total deficiency for.the first nine months 
of the fiscal year endingjJune 30, 1880, to be 
$2,190,542. The Posi-Office Department 
officials estimate the total deficiency for the 
present fiscal year at $2,600,000, and if it is 
kept within this amount it will be less than 
for any previous year since 1867, That year 
it amounted -to $3,938,457, and last year 
(ending June 30, 1879) it amounted to $3,407,- 
719. This estimate of $2,600,000 as the prob- 
able deficiency for 1880 is based on an-allow- 
ance of nearly $800,000 deficiency in the last 
quarter of the year,—from April 1 until June 
50,—part of whicli it is expected will be made 
up from receipts of the Money-Order Depart- 
ment.. No credit has been taken in the first, 
three quarterly statements already issued of 
the amount of receipts from the Money- 
Order Department, as that account is settled 
anuually, and will not appear until the next 
quarterly statement is prepared. Last year 
de ae ts frem this source amounted to 
$219,000, this year Auditor McGraw esti- 
mates it will amount to fully $300,000, 
INTERNAL REVENUE. 

The Internal Revenue Burean has pre- 
pared a comparative statement showing re- 
ceipts from the several specilic sources of 
revenue for the fiscal year ending June 30, 
1879 and 1880. Owing to the reduction from 24 
to 16 cents per pound on manufactured to- 
bacco, the receipts from this source fell off 
$3,534,150, Owing to the abolition of a 32- 
cent rate of tax on snulf, and the establish- 
ment of a uniform rate of 16 cents 
per pound, the receipts from this source 
decrease $267,829. The heaviest increase 
under the tobacco division was from cigars 
and cheroots, $2,001,412.

QUESTION OF VERACITY. 


Denial of the Statement of the Spanish 
Authorites Begarding the Ethel A. 
Merritt Affair. 

PHILADELPUIA, July 28.—The owners of 
the American schooner Ethel A. Merritt, re- 
cently fired upon at sea by a war vessel, 
supposed to be Spanish, received a letter to- 
day from the State Department at Washington 
requesting further information with regard 
to the distance from shore at which the firing 
took place. In reply the affidavits of Capt. 
Rand and First Mate Thomas Barr have been 
sent to Washington. The Captain says: I 
have been following the sea for about twenty- 
five years; for about thirteen years I have been 
Captain of aschooner, and for about nine 

ears 1 have been making voyages to the 
est Indies, and am familiar.with the south- 
ern coast of Cuba. First observed the gun- 
boat on the 30th of May. She was between 
us and the Cuban shore, toward which I was 
heading to take advantage yf the land breeze 
expected in the evening, lite to windward of 
course on which we were sailing. ‘The 
vessels continued to approach each other for 
about three-quarters of an hour before the 
gunboat reached us. I am positive that at 
the time we were fired upon we were 
more than six miles from the Cuban 
coast. When the gunboat left us her course 
was towagdls the Eunice P. Newcomb, which 
vessel was at least twelve miles from the 
shore when reached by the gunboat.”

TURKEY AND GREECE. 


The Collective Note of the Powers 
Represented at the Berlin Confer- 
ence. 

The following is the text of the collective 
note presented by the Powers who were rep- 
resented at the Conference of Berlin to Tur- 
key and Greece: “The undersigned Am- 
bassadors or Ministers aceredited to the 
Courts of his Majesty the Sultan of Turkey 
and of his Majesty the King of the Hellenes 
have the honor, in accordance with the 
Wishes of their respective Governments, to 
submit to the Ministers of Foreign Affairs of 
the Sublime Porte and of Greece the follow- 
ing note: The Congress of Berlin having 
indicated in its thirteenth protocol the prin- 
cipal points of the frontier line which it 
deemed necessary to establish between Tur- 
key and Greeee, the Powers have, in the first 
place, called attention to the direct negotia- 
tions on this subject between the two States, 
At the two sittings of the Conferences at 
Prevesa and Constantinople the Turkish and 
Greek Commissioners, afterseveral long pour- 
porters nad wken place, onty — in 
making more apparent the differences between 
them. in view of these unfruitftul attempts 
at a solution of the question, the Powers 
named by the Treaty of Berlin have consid- 
ered it necessary to interpose their mediation. 
This mediation, in order to be effectual, it 
was hecessary.to exercise in all its fullness 
and the Cabinets, in view of the reciprocal 
clispositions of the two interested States, have 
authorized their representatives assembled 
in conference in Berlin to fix, according to 
the general indications of the thirteenth pro- 
tocol, a line which would form good and 
solid boundary between Turkey and Greece. 
The Plenipotentiaries, after a most searchin 
discussion, in which they were aided by the ad- 
vice of the technical commissioners appointed 
by the various Governments, have unani- 
mously voted, according to the terms of their 
mandate, the foliowing tracing of the frontier 
line, whieh resumes and closes their delibera- 
tions: As the pourpaurlers between Turkey 
and Greece did not lead to any result, the 
undersigned Plenipotentiaries of the Powers 
appointed by the provisions of the act 
ot July 13. 1879, to exercise a mediation 
between the two countries, have as- 
sembied in Berlin, in conformity with 
the instructions of their Governments, 
and after a long and earnest deliberation, in- 
spired by the spirit of the thirteenth protocol 
of the Treaty of Berlin, have adopted unam- 
mously the following line of demarcation: 
The frentier line will follow the valley of the 
Kalamas from the mouth of that river, in the 
Jonian Sea, to its source in the neighborhood 
of halbaki. It will proceed to the north of 
the Vonitza, the Haliaemon, and the Mavro- 
neri and their tributaries, and to the south of 
the Kaiamas, the Larta, the Aspropotames, 
and the Salamyrias and their tributaries, over 

the Olympus, the crest of which it will fol- 
low as far as its eastern extremity 
on the ALzean Sea. This line 
leaves to the south the Lake of Janina and 
all its affuents, and also Metzoyo, which 
thus remains in the possession of Greece. 

The Governments of Germany, Austria, 
Hungary, France, Great Britain, Italy, and 
Russia therefore invite the Governments of 
the Suhan and of the King of the Hellenes to 
accept the frontier line as indicated in the 
above document. The mediating Powers 
thus assembled in conference have acted in 
strict conformily to the terms of the Treaty 
of Berlin, and of the thirteenth protocol of 
me Conference.” Here follow the signa- 

ures. 


Don Carlow’ Collar. 
New York Worid. 

The decision of the Milanese tribunal in the 
ease of Gen. Boet, acctised of stealing Don 
Carlos’ famous collar of the Order of the Golden 
Ficece, given to the Pretender by the Duke of 
Modena, is decidedly awkward for Don Carlos. 
In December, 1878, it was announced that a dar- 
ing thief had carried off the collar during the 
Pretender’s stay at Milan; then that the Pre- 
tender's aide-de-camp, Gen. Boet, a distin- 
guished Curlist officer,. had been suspected, 
proved guilty, and arrested, and then had con- 
fessed his crime. The exeitement soon died 
away, but was renewed when one of the smaller 
Parisian papers printed a very circumstantial 
story to the effect that the robbery was “a put- 
up job.” The collar in question, said tho 
paper, was valued at 80,000 francs. Don Carlos 
wanted money, but could not risk the scandal of 
offering so Valuable a relic to the jewelers, hence 
he concealed the collar in the trunk of one of 
his suite, and invited an old member of his 
mother’s household to breakfast with him. 
After breakfust the Prince sent for his stars and 
garters to show them to bis visitor. Lo, to 
every one’s surprise the famous coll «r was miss- 
ing! Den Cartos was first stupetied, then indig- 
nant... The police was sent for, anda big ro- 
ward was offered for the apprehension of the 
daring thicf and the recovery of his booty The 
police fought rather shy of the case. and ad- 
vised Dou Carlos to have the baggage of 

is Suite searched, but he paid no atten- 
tion to the recommendation, and soon 
afterwards left for Puris. taking his loss 
So coolly that their suspicions. were increased. 
Boet, on being arrested, declared that Don Car- 
los sent him to Spain with the jewels, as there 
would be a good chance to sell them on the oeca- 
sion of his cousin Alfonso's marriage, and as the 
Spanish police were not to be feared: a.so that 
he endeavored to dissunde the Pretender from 
this course and induce him to try the better and 
Safer market in England.

D. C. made a more complete “split,” and told 
not only about the “atfaire du cotler,” but about 
his tmbecile, ignorant, and corrupt” master’s 
aimours, drunkenness, wite-peating, ete., etc. 
Don Carlos. it s worth mentioning, proposed sav- 
ing his conscience by adding the mental 
reservation, it hasn't, though!“ whenever 
he should have to swear by “the Savior, 
the Host, and his mother’s soul that the 
Order had been stolen from him. Gen, 
Boet’s scandalous story was corroborated in 
some important particulats by facts made pub- 
lic at the time the Count of Chambord refused 
to reccive Don Carlos at Fvohadorf, and an ac- 
tion brought by the Pretender against a Paris 
paper for publishing the story failed.

Mr. Anderson also visited Colchester reef, 
where is contemplated the erection of a light- 
house by the Dommion Government, and found 
a good foundation for a light-house in only eight 
feet of water. Work is ex to commence 
on this light this fall, as $5,000 has been appro- 
priated. If something is not done immediately 
there will be no light at this point the next sea- 
son. Capt. Hackett, who has charge of the 
light, has been losing money sustaining it, and 
does not receive enough to pay expenses. The 
larwe vessel owners do not assist him as they 
should. The ship will have to be rebuilt next 
winter to make her fit to stand the weather, and 
Mr. Hackett is not likely to undertake such a 
work if not guaranteed from loss. This light is 
at one of the most important points on the 
lakes, and vessel-owners should see that it is 
sustained. After next season it is probable the 
Canadian Government will maintain the light. 
They now give $700 as their share.—Detroit Post. 

THE NEW BARGE RULING. 

The fact that vessels dismantied of all rigging, 
spars, etc., converted into tow-ba and to be 
used as such,can be impo rom Canada 
upon payment of duties and used between 
American ports, has caused and still causes 
much dissatisfaction among vessel-owners and 
others in this and other ports along the lakes. 
They claim that it is not fair that these Cana- 
dian bottoms which, under an act of Congress 
are exempt from fees or charge of any descrip- 
tion, even from making entry or clearances at 
the Custom-House, should be allowed to come 
over here and compete with vessels subject to 
tees and charges, and which are obliged to take 
out licenses and registers before being employed 
in the * trade of the rivers and lakes of 
the United States. The Canadian bottoms, so 
long as they are stripped of ail rigying, spars, 
etc.,and have no motive power their own, 
are exempt from all fees. e matter has been 
brought under discussion here within the past 
few days in consequence of the application 
of the owner of a craft of this 
kind to one of the insurance companies 
for insurance on his vessel. On making the 
application he presented a permit from the 
authorities gt Washington allowing him to carry 
a jib and foresail, contrary to the clause in the 
Stutute, upon which their privileges and ex- 
emption from charges are based. We under- 
Stand that in consequence of the permission 
given by the authorities at Washington the in- 
surance of the-vessel in question was effected. 
While not objecting to these crafts being al- 
lowed sail power, but on the contrary believing 
that it is necessary for the safety of the tives of 
their crews that they should have sufficient sail 
to enable them to run for a place of safety if 
cast adrift in a gale of wind, it does look con- 
siderably like injustice to other vessel and barge 
owners to grant permission to these foreign 
bottoms to carry sail without obliging them to 
enroll and pay fees as other vessels do. One of 
the clauses in the statutes bearing on such ves- 
vels deinand that all such craft shall be owned 
by citizens of the United States, and that if they 
belong wholly or in part to subjects of any 
foreign Power they are subject to forfeiture 
under Sec. 4,547 of Kevised Statutes.—Bufulo 
Express.
